The grand master of the Great 
Purgo, Andrei Vyshinsky was tn 
New York attending the sessions of 
the United Nations, and we all felt 
his presence. I found myself seated 
only a few fect away from him. at 
n reception held In the Soviet Con- 
gulato on the anniversary celebro- 
tion of the Red Army. The big- 
wigs were exchanging toasts, and 
Vyshinsky wan reminiscing. I was 
chilled to the bone. i 


The image of my husband Dem- 
yan, who fell in the vlood bath 
which this oman had ministered, 
fiovered’ befare me. My hands 
trembled. With the greatest dim- 
culty I restrained myself from rising 
and crying ‘out: “Son of Caln, 
what have you done to the Russian 
people?"

An Ironic Simile 


VERY now and then I would ob- 
serve an ironic smite or hear an 
expression of disbelief when I held 
forth according to my rigid instruc- 
dions. Belng a botanist, I could not 
avoid dealing with the controversy 
ot the Lysenko-Michurin theory on 
heredity which ‘was rending. the 
Soviet academic world and rever- 
werating across tho oceans. With 
the backing of Stalin, the Lysenko 
gchool of biology introduced a. re- 
vision of Darwin's great doctrine of 
the origin of dife. 


Lysenko claimed to have dis- 
covered a new Inw of genetics or 
heredity, as illustrated by — his 
ability to transform winter wheat 
so as.to muke it suitable for culti- 
vation os far north as the polar 
circle. Since the greater part of 
Russia les. north of the line suitable 
for agriculture, this claim 1s of im- 
menso importance to my ‘country. 
Eut one of my students, the 19- 
year-old Trofimov, when he heard 
me say of Lysenko’s claim, “un 
would seem as if he has trans- 
formed the breeding of plants,” 
dropped the remark: 


“And why as if?"

Two things are meant by “ygovern- 
ment" In Britain, First, there ts the 
central government which in Britain 
{4 the Houses of Parliament, at West- 
minster, where the laws which affect 
the nation as a whole are passed. 


The Houses of Parliament are com- 
posed of two bodies, the House of 
Lords und the House of Commons. 
The Flouse of Lords ts a body of men 
who are archbishops, bishops and 
peers of the reaim, that is to say 
high dignitaries of the Church of 
England, or men who have inherited 
titles or acquired them. The House 
of Commons Is composed of men 
and women who, representing 
different political partics, are elected 
by thelr fellow citizens. 


Even 50 yenrs ago the: average 
citizen In Britain knew comparative- 
ly Ite about matters of govern- 
ment, He was content to do his 
work and to leave such things. to 
other people, simply voting at clec- 
tlon tlmes,..

OME children of school age ‘are 
in mortal dread of the physician 
and dentist, especially of the latter. 
Becnuse of this fear the teeth: of 
some children are sadly neglected. 
-Sometimes the fenr began because 
the child during his carly yenrs was 
threatened with the doctor or dentist 
to a means of disclplinc, A fow- 
parents, otherwise intelligent, will 
do such stupid things. 
Moro often the fear has developed 
because some older person has 
‘dropped an unguarded and very 
tinwise remark In connection with. 
the physiclan or dentist, or the child 
has been frightened with some un- 
fortunate experience in the doctor's 
or dentist's office. 


Rogular Check-Ups 


. The wise mother takes her infant 
to the physician at regular intervals 
and continues to do so. Most physl- 
cinns kknow how to win the —child’s 
confidence; so do = most dentists. 
They have Iittle trouble when the 
mother Is setf-controlled; quiet, calm 
and tactful with the tot. _ 

When your child in his carly years 
is being vaccinated. agalnst = small 
pox or inoculated against diph- 
therla, or given other shots,” be 
nure you betray no emotions. Be he 
two or three, give him an attractive 
toy right after the ordeal whether 
he has cried or not, Do Hkewise in 
respect to hin carly dental care. I 
remember that one ef our children 
woukl beg to go to see the doctor 
after the first inoculation, “to get 
nnother toy. Likewlse he kept ask- 
dng when he might go to the dentist 
again, After our children entered 
school they made and kept thelr own 
dental appolntments.

In ense some fear has nlrendy de- 
veloped, the dentist would do much 
for the chitd if he could win the 
child’s confldence. Proceed in Uke 
fashion with the physician or the 
barber. ‘The child would not be 
afrald of hair cut if he sees you or 
some other familiar person having 
wher hair cut. . - 

Denl with the child tactfully and 
calmly, his fear will In time dis- 
appear. .

On the first alr-rald warning 
when Chamberlain had just declar- 
ed war on that, September morn of 
4939 he was still a private M. P.

His recipe for getting the last

HOSE two opinions battled in 
vain for the soul of Chamber- 
jain. If Churchill ‘says that force 
would: have prevented war it ts 
open to the tsolationists to contend 
{hat Germany, If left alone, would 
have turned against Russin. Nobody 
will ever know, Both views are in 
the realm of conjecture. My own 
view, ,as one who’ sat through 
these ugonising debates, was that 0 
war postponed might be a war 
“Was “Wrongs 
It was also that we had to learn 
to lve In the world with a strong 
Germany, although I little liked the 
prospect. I don’t have that worry 
now, and shall not unless we com= 
mit the folly of rebuilding Germany. 
1 think Chamberlain was never 
wiven credit, and docs not get it 
Churchill, for uniting the 
British people by going to the lmit 
of patience with Hitler. I can ima- 
fine only one condition worse than 
September 1939, and that is if the 
nation should be split upon o similar 
issuc.- * 

What of the future? — Churchill 
says in his preface: “It is my 
earnest hope that. pondering upon 
the past may give guidance in days 
to come.” 

So be if. Churchill earns our 
Rratitude all over again by his im- 
mense Inbours in setting forth his 
account. 

His future volumes will _ unfold 
the melancholy tale until we come 
to where we are now. Poland, to 
whem we vave guarantees which we 
could never carry - out, in worse 
plight than before. One tyranny 
thrown down and another erected, 
more widespread and more menac-, 
ing. Britain impoverished in 
treasure and leaning on foreign 
financial ald. : 

We have to build up stowly again,
